resident nor a taxpayer in Orange 
county. 
The suit is said to be a friendly 
one conducted for the purpose of 
testing the validity of the associa­ 
tion’s franchise to operate a tele­ 
phone system in the county. 
The

about three years ago, when the Or­ 
ange County Mutual Telephone com 
pany was formed under the law pro­ 
viding for m utual co-operative soci­ 
eties.

A 
franchise was therefore asked, and 
granted, by the Supervisors of Or­ 
ange county on November 18, 1919. 
The association was to be financed 
by a $10 m em bership charge for 
each member. 
I he state, however, objected, say 
ing that the state law did not pro­ 
vide for the operation of telephone 
system s except by incorporated com­ 
panies for that purpose, with capital 
stock, ten per cent of pinch m ust 
be paid up.

I have always paid good wages an d have n ever had an y trouble. 
I have 
always run my busin ess on the open shop prin ciple an d shall con tin ue 
to d o so, or it will n ot run at all. 
I have 
had some thought of, in tbe n ear future, 
plattin g an other 
ad d ition to the city, but if these con d ition s are sad d led on to us I am 
through. There are man y good , fair-min d ed men in the un ion s, men 
that are satisfied with presen t con d ition s, that are n ot in sympathy 
with this movemen t, but are led on by the more un reason able elemen t. 
It would seem by their attitud e that a n on -un ion man has n o rights 
that they are boun d to respect; that he must take upon himself the 
un ion obligation s or starve.

For­ 
ty-eight sufferers of the drea ded ma l­ 
a dy, who ha ve been subjected to a 
new method of trea tment, ha ve re­ 
covered to such a n ex tent a s to wa r­ 
ra nt their 
relea se on 
pa role a nd, 
a fter a yea r, not one ha s shown a 
symptom of recurrence. 
As yet* no a nnouncement (pf a ! 
“ cure” ha s been ma de officia lly, for 
some of the medica l 
ex perts 
a re 
fra nkly skeptica l of the results. It 
ma y be yea rs before a n officia l a nd 
fina l opinion is given. 
The limit of the officia l cla im is 
set forth in a joint report to the 
Public Hea lth Service ma de by Dr. 
J . T. McDona ld, director qf the lep­ 
rosy Investiga tion sta tion a nd super­ 
intending physicia n to Ka lihi hospi­ 
ta l, a nd by President A. L. Dea n of 
the University of Ha wa ii, a s fol­ 
lows: 
Find Va lua ble Agent 
"It ha s been sufficiently esta blish­ 
ed tha t cha ulmoogra oil conta ins one 
cr more a gents which ex ert a ma rk­ 
ed thera peutic, a ction in ma ny ca ses 
of leprosy. We ca nnot sa y a s yet 
tha t we ha ve no tests a dequa te to es­ 
ta blish such a verdict. Whether or 
not the a ppa rent cures a re rea l a nd 
perma nent, it is evident 
tha t 
we 
ha ve a va lua ble a gent a t our dis­ 
posa l in the control of the disea se.” 
Cha ulmoogra oil in its crude sta te 
is no new drug for the trea tment 
of leprosy, bnt in its ra w form itj 
proved so na nsea ting a nd pa inful to 
pa tients tha t it ha d to he lempora r-i 
ily discontinued. Science turned to-, 
wa rd its deriva tives a nd Drs. Mc­ 
Dona ld a nd Dea n report “ it wa s found 
tha t th§ ethyl of the 
fa tty 
a cids 
were thin fluid oils lending them­ 
selves rea dily to intra muscula r in­ 
jections a nd were rea dily a bsorbed.” * 
In Virulent Form 
Rega rding the virulent form of 
leprosir, the doctors report tha t “ in 
ma ny ca ses the lesions disa ppea r, ex ­ 
cept for sca rs a nd perma nent injur­ 
ies, a nd the leprosy ba cillus ca n no 
longer be demonstra ted.” 
In the continenta l United Sta tes, 
(here a re 200 known sufferers of lep­ 
rosy, but public hea lth officia ls be­ 
lieve tha t ten tim es tha t number ex ­ 
ist. known only to the fa mily doc­ 
tor. The Louisia na Sta te Leper Hos­ 
pita l a t Ca rville ha s been bought 
by the government a nd the Public 
Hea lth service pla ns to enla rge It 
so a s to provide fa cilities for tbef 
trea tment of 500 pa tients. Dr. O. E. 
Denney, who is ex pected to be pla c­ 
ed in cha rge of the new hospita l, 
pla ns to build the “ best la bora tory 
in the world” for the study of lepro­ 
sy. Trea tment like tha t given a t Ka li­ 
hi will be followed a t the Louisia na 
hospita l, a nd resea rch a lso will be 
conducted with a view of discover­ 
ing a new “ cure” a nd for improving 
the new method.
